1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: By the 
preliminary amendment filed on July 1,2003 claims 1-5,10-53,87-92 and 103-108 have 
been canceled. Claim 6 has been rewritten in independent form to recite a napkin 
magazine for a stack of folded napkins. There is a shelf means and a metering 
member. The shelf means, metering means and a means to provide relative motion 
between the metering member and the shelf are configured such that the metering 
means penetrates the stack at a predetermined distance from the shelf . .The shelf is 
movable with respect to the stack of folded napkins. Claims 54 and 62 recite a movable 
retaining shutter and a metering shutter mounted to rotate concurrently with the shutter. 
Claim 72 recites a metering carriage and a guide to direct the carriage Claim 82 recites 
that there is a means for mounting a reciprocating metering member including means 
for biasing the reciprocating metering member towards a rest position.. A drive means 
advances the reciprocating metering member in a dispensing stroke and penetrates the 
stack on napkins and exerts a downward force.. .
